The ground at the Water Tower is One 
Hundred Feet Above the City Directrix. 
The Tower is. 175 feet high, being the 
highest Roman Corinthian column in the 
world. 

The river, from the top of the Tower, 
is singularly interesting. Men look like 
children; children look like babies; small 
houses look like toy houses; large houses 
look like small houses. A good glass and 
aclear day adds much to the entertain- 
ment.

Death of Wm. J. Lewis, on the River, 
Near Carondelet. 


Overcome by the Heat, He Expires in 
Ten Minutes, 


Sketch of the Life of a Good and Well-Known 
Citizen. 


But a few short months ago a PosT- DISPATCH 
reporter went to Mr. Wm. J. Lewis for the par- 
ticulars of the lite and death of Gen. Bartho- 
low, and now it becomes necessary to seek the 
same kind of information about Mr.Lewis. Any 
one looking at that hale and hearty-looking 
gentleman as he passed along the streets would 
Suy that this was a man destined to live his 
three score and ten. 

This morning he started to Carondelet, feel- 
ing in excellent health, and getting on his 
tugboat crossed over the river to the coal 
cump onthe other side. Whenright opposite 
the dump he was prostrated by the heat, and 
in ten minutes afterward he ceased to breathe. 

Telegrams were at once sent to 
St. Louis to different relatives and 
irtends of the deceased gentleman, and his 
son Turner Lewis, Captain Joseph Nunson and 
one or two others started to South St. Louis at 
once to bring back the body. They at once 
telepnoned a confirmation of the information 
given above. The death happened at ten min- 
utes to 10 this morning. 

The news was recetved with mary demonstra- 
tions of sorrow at the Merchants’ Exchange, 
an honored member of which Mr. Lewis has 
been for many years. It was believed that the 
disease of which he died was of the heart, but 
later developments proved conclusively that 
it was the oppressive heat, and nothing more. 
Mr. Lewis was altogether free from any affec- 
tion of the heart, and his general health was 
excellent. 

Mr, Harvey, an intimate personal friend of 
the deceased gentleman, gave an account of 
his life, which beganin Buckingham County, 
Virginia,on the 27th day of October, 1825. 
He was the youngest son of Thomas and 
Jedidah Lewis, and his father dying early, he 
was left to the care ot his ellest brother Ben- 
jamin. Benjamin removed to Missouri when 
he-was eighteen and settled at Glasgow, in 
Howard county, Where he went into the to- 
bacco business with bis brother. Here he re- 
mained until 1819, when he removed to St. 
Louis and entered the firm of J. W.& W. J. 
Lewis, afterwards Lewis & Brother. He be- 
came the senior partner of the 
firm of Lewis, Perry & Company. 
He retired from the tobacco trade in 1866 and 
went into the commission business with Capt. 
Jos. Nanson;in 1870 he withdrew and entered 
the banking firm ot Bartholow, Lewis & Co. 
In this year also he was elected president ot 
the Merchants’ Exchange, a place which he 
filled with honor and dignity. He was an ac- 
tive, driving business man engaged in a great 
many enterprises. For a time he was presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Mutual In- 
surance Company, and it was he 
that putthe St. Louis and Memphis Packet 
Company on its present firm financial footing. 
He is the principal owner ot the Lewis Coal 
Company ang of a great many other corpora- 
tions. 

His character, by the common consent of all 
who knew him, was a most lovable one. His 
heart and his purse were always open to the 
needy andthe friendless, and he has spent 
thousands of dollars in helping other and 
poorer men along. He has left a host of 
friends to mourn his loss, but his place in the 
community will be worthily filled by his son, a 
gentleman who is walking closely in the foot- 
prints of bis father. 

The body was brought up tothe city by the 
tugboat ‘‘Nagle,’’ on which he died, and a 
landing was effected at the foot of Pine street. 
Carriages were in waiting from Arnot’s which 
conveyed his remains home. It has not yet 
been decided at what time the funeral will take 
place.

REEVES ARRAIGNED. 


The Would-be Wife-Murderer Waives a Pre- 
— Examination — His Wife's Condi- 
on. 


William C. Reeves, who buried four bullets 
in his wife’s body at Dunham's Candy Factory 
on last Monday afternoon, appeared in the 
Court of Criminal Correction this morning to 
answer to a charge of assault to kill. 

Reeves’ incarceration has quieted his 
nerves to a considerable extent, 
and he looked anythinz but an attempted 
murderer as he sat inthe dock awaiting the 
calling of his case. He was nervous to acer- 
tain extent, but displayed no other evidence of 
emotion. He was accompanied by his coun- 
sel, Mr. A. N. Merrick, and when the case was 
calied waived examination. Judge 
Cady placed the bond at $2,- 
000, snd, being unable to give it, 
Reeves was ordered returned to his cell to 
await the action of the grand jury in nis case. 
His young wife still liesin a critical condition 
at her mother’s residence, with two bullets 
still unextracted,and her recovery is as yet but 
a matter of conjecture. The prisoner seems 
resigned to any fate which the law may have 
in store for him, and only expresses the wish 
that his girl- wife may recover.

The Eoard of Health’s Hasty Action. 
[From Yesterday’s Avalanche. ] 

We cannot censure the action of those States 
and cities that have announced a quarantine 
against Memphis as a city cursed with another 
epidemic of yellow fever, in the teeth of the 
fact that there is noepidemic. This action is 
hasty and unjust, but the very words of our 
own authorities, in advising citizens of Mem- 
phis to leave the city, are sufficient to make 
other towns act onthe presumption that the 
feveris here. But the point we desire to 
make is this: Have any local Board of Health, 
or Mayors of towns, or Governors of States, 
the right or power to lay an embargo on the 
trade and persons of other towns and States? 
Can these authorities publish to the world that 
we have an epidemic of yellow fever, and up- 
on that assumption put a stop to all commu- 
nication, by rail and river, with the place 
presumed to be infected?

Another Wife-Murderer Fight- 
ing for Delay. 


His Trial Fixed for this Morning, 
but Continued. 


What He Has to Say About His 
Case—The Insane Plea. 


The case ot W. H. Erb, the brute who stab- 
bed Rosalie Erb, his wife, to death at No. 319 
South Third street, on the evening of the 14th 
of last month, graced the dooket of the Crim- 
inal Court this morning. Erb sat in the 
dock as greasy, dirty and repulsive 
looking as ever, and took matters as ooolly as 
if he bad never harmed a hair of the poor dead 
woman’s bead. He seemed utterly dead to 
remorse or anything akin to it, and is really 
fleshing up on his prison fare. As he sat 
brushing at the flies which 
selected him for a victim, 
a Post-DISPATCH reporter, managed to ap- 
proach him. He was quite 

WILLING TO TALK, 
and said in reference to hiscase: ‘‘I don’t 
want to be tried now. I must have some more 
time. This is the first time I have been brought 
up here, only to plead guilty or not 
guilty and it isnot fair for me to be tried 
now. 

Why should you not have your trial at the 
present time?’’ the reporter ventured to ask. 

It would not de, was his ready reply. 
‘‘There are men in the jail by me who done just 
as bad asI did years ago, and there is one 
who killed a woman four years and more ago 
(meaning Kring) and he has not had his trial 
settled yet.’’ 

Then you wish to have tour years go by be- 
fore any decision is reached in your case, do 
vou?“ 

» guess so. Why Shouldn’t I? but then ! 
don’t care about waiting 
quite so long. Itlwasto wait that long my 
reason would be entirely gone; I think that is 
what you call it, my mind I mean; it is unset- 
tled now. 

Nou wish to convey the idea that when you 
stabbed your wife you were insane?’’ 

‘*Yes,I was crazy then; at times I don’t know 
what Iam doing tor days, and that was one of 
those times. My reason was gone. ButIican’t 
tell vou just how eit is. When I get a lawyer he 
can explain it to vou. 

jou have not secured a lawyer as yet?“ 

No, not yet; Mr. Merrick will get me a con- 
tinuance to-day, but, if 1 can’t raise some 
money, the Court will have to appoint me 
counsel, and it is 

ALL THE SAME. 
He, whoever he may be, will work hard.’’ 

Erb has observed matters pretty closely dur- 
ing hisfour weeks’ confinement in the city 
jail. He has noticed bow Charles Kring, Re- 
demeier and Kotovsky have held a legal death, 
which is their just dues, at a distance, by the 
plea of insanity, backed up by a few dollars. 
and he proposes to profit by their experience 
and follow in their footsteps. 

When his case was called Mr. Merrick, who 
is engaged temporarily for the defense, arose 
and asked for acontinuance for the defense, 
and as it was the first ealling of 
the case the Court readily granted 
the continuance asked for and ordered the case 
to go over until next term. 

W hile there can be no@oubt of Erb's guilt, 
and notwithstanding his plea of guilty, the 
case will drag along until the costs will aggre- 
gate thousands of dollars to the State before he 
stretches hemp.

Facts of the Tragedy as Recounted 
by Witnesses. 


The Coroner's office was crowded almost to 
suffocation at 10 o’clock this morning by the 
colored population of northwestern St. Louis 
who had assembled to either testify in the in- 
vestigation into Eugene Blanck’s death, who 
was murdered by Scott Hunter near the Three 
Mile House on the Natural Bridge road last 
Saturday morning, or listen awe-strieken 
to the narration of the affair by tue wit- 
nesses. 

The thermometer told ninety-four degrees in 
the shade, and by 10:30 o’clock, when the 
Coroner announced himself in readiness to 
convene the inquest, uone but a conscientious 
juror or reportercould have been persuaded 
to remain in the room for either love or money. 
All ot the murdered man’s sisters, cousins and 
aunts and friends were in attendance, and 
those who had not been subpanaed 
were found ready and willing to tell all they 
knew of the matter by hearsay or proxy. 


The Murderer. 

Hunter came in under the escort of Sergeant 
Schmittgens, almost ashypale under his copper 
hue. His eyes were bioodshot, and he looked 
haggard and as if he had lived years 
in reality since firing the fatal 
shot in the rich dusk ot 
last Saturday morning. He was calm, but that 
was all, and hiseyes reflected no spark of in- 
telligence whatever. 


At the Morgue. 

The jury having been sworn, the Coroner or- 
dered them to file out of the office and proceed 
to the Morgue, where the murdered man was 
lying. The half dozen jurors, headed by the 
Coroner and flanked by the PosT-DISPATCH re 
porter,started off at once and were followed by 
a mob of negroes which numbered some 
two hundred. Down Eleventh street and up 
Spruce the crowd marched, and at the en- 
trance to the office of the superintendent of the 
Morgue the crowd stopped while a policeman 
tallied off thgse who were entitled to admission 
to the holy of holies within. The jurors anajthe 


POstT-DISPATCH man passed in, and when they 
had taken their places around the 
corpse on the marble slab in the dead 
room and were holding their noses to keep out 
the terrible stench that permeated the place. 
The police began calling out the names of wit- 
nesses, and soon the small room was suffocated 
with people. Prominent among those who 
were in attendance were the wife and sister of 
the man who was killed, Eugene Blanck. Dr. 
Auler turned down the dirty, biood-stained 
and death spattered sneet from Blanck’s re- 
mains and revealed to view the face,*swollen 
with putrefaction and yellow and jaundiced in 
death. The wife and sister looked at the face 
and hid their countenances in their handker- 
chiefs. Hunter, who was inthe custody of 
Sergeant Schmittgens, looked blankly atthe 
corpse and appeared to be indif- 
ferent. Dr. Auler asked him if he 
intended to make any statement. 

He said he did. 

Dr. Auler said: I suppose you understand 
tbat any statement you make will not be com- 
pulsory.’’ 

I know that,’’ said the prisoner. 

And your statement has to be under oath,’’ 
continued Dr. Auler. 

Nes, sir. 5 

Nou 'll have to swear to it, said the Coro- 
ner, turning the sheet down from the face of 
the dead man.

The corpse was then covered, and the pro- 
cession took its way back to tbe Coroner's of-

The Evidence. 
The first witness examined was 

MARY NORRIS, 
a dusky little damsel who intormed the Cor- 
oner that she would tell the truth so help her 
God as straight asa shingle. She resides on 
Page avenue but had forgotten the number or 
streets adjoining; so some trouble was exper- 
ienced in finding out from other wit 
nesses the location of Mary’s home, which is 
situated three doors west of Vandeventer av - 


enue on Page avenue. Shetold her story of 
the murder of poor Blanck as follows: 

I don’t know What day ofthe month Blanck 
was shot, butit was on Saturday morning be- 
tween 2 and 3 o’clock. I don’t know where 
Mr. Hunter’s house is, but I was there all the 
same. was danciag, and there 
were a great number of 
us colored people there. The quarrel first com- 
menced by Scott Hunter’s wife coming into the 
room where we were dancing, and said that 
she had heard that some man had said that he 
was going to break upthe ball, and that she 
would give us to understand that we were in her 
house, that she was giving the dance, and that 
when she wanted the ball broke up she would 
break it up herself. She also said that some 
of the men had torn down her gate. We were 
dancing when. she entered the room, and we 
all stopped. as she was addressing all of us. 
Somebody spoke up and said that the cows had 
broken it down, and Mrs. Hunter replied, ‘Yes, 
1 know some two-legged cow has done 
it.’ Ben George said, ‘You don't 
mean to call us two-legged cows, do you, since 
ue done paid out our ten cents to come here. 
Hunter’s wife said, ‘Yes, 1 do mean to call you 
two-legged cows,’ and then Scott Hunter rush- 
ed in, come in very jast, when we were danc- 
ing. He stepped in the middle of the room and 
said with an oath that he was going to kill us 
all. He said nothing else, but 
his wife got him out of the room and slammed 
the door in his tace. She never said anything 
to him when she pushed him out, but said for 
all of us to get out of the house, as her husband 
was going to shoot. We all hurried out, some 
by the back wav and some by the front way, 
and at the kitchen door the crowd 
that 1 was with met scott Hunter 
with a gun. He raised the gun above his head 
asif he was going to strike some one, and 
said to one of the young men who was in 
company with me—l believe his name is Mr. 
Wiggins or Williams—‘You are my man.’ 
My triend said, ‘What do you want to hit me 
for? I have not done anything to you, have 
1?’ Hunter said nothing, but pointed the gun 
at him, answering him in that way. 
He pulled the trigger, and the 
hammer fell, but it did not go off because there 
wasnocapon the gun. He went into the 
other room again to get a cap and was not 
gone but atew minutes until he came back 
again. I was standing on the outside, on the 
porch, talking to his step-daughter, when he 

t back, and without saying anything he 
umped through the window, the tront one. 

‘hen he got out he umped wvetween 
the gate and Ben. George. Heraised the gun, 
I think be aimed to kill Ben George, but he 
pointed it towards the crowd and fired.

arm. Iat once urned and grappled with Hun- 
ter and eried out for the crowd to help me, not 
knowing that Blanck was killed We 
Hunter until he shouted 
that be was dead, and then 
we let him up, and I went to Dr. Standing. 
where I had my arm dressed. 
that Blanck was dead until some time after- 
wards. I was not drunk atthe dance and did 
not see any liquor sold. 


On the cross-examination by B. Ff. 
Clark, who appears in conjunction 
with John I. Martin and T. P. Grasty for the 
detense, the witness stated that he paid 10 
cents to goto the ball at Hunter’s on that 


eventful night. He paid the money to Hun- 
ter’s step-daughter, Mollie Condon, whom he 
knew by sight. The row sta about 
Mrs. Hunter calling ail ef them two-legged 
cows. Witness did not know whether Huater 
was drunk or not on firing the shot. He saw 
the prisonei load his gun and then turned away 
from the window. It was about five minutes 
afterwards that Hunter came out. 
Hunter aimed the gun direct 
at him and be dodged his head in time to save 
his life. He did not see Blanck fall. When 
Hunter fired he caught the gun with his left 
hand and struck him with his right, but he 
loosened his hold on account of his arm getting 
weak from loss of blood. The crowd all as- 
sisted in beating Hunter. 

The third witness called was 

BEN JOHNSON, 

who told bis story ot Hunters ball. ‘I reside 
on the corner of Lee and Lindell avennes, and 
wasatthe dance given at Hunter’s house on 
Friday night. I got there about 11:30 o’clock, 
and went into the house and got a glass of 
beer. I had just drunk it when a boy came 
and asked me for ten cents to pay for my 
dancing that night. I paid him and went into 
the dancing-room, and took a seat on the sofa. 
All of the boys knew that there was beer in the 
unteroom, and some of them drank a good 
deal. I don’t know how much Scott 
Hunter drank that night. The fuss started 
about half past 1 o’clock by Scott Hunter's 
wife coming in and saying that the gate was 
broken down. Iremarked that some of the 
cows had broken it, and she replied: ‘Yes; 
some two-legged cows.’ ’’ 

The continuation of Johnson's statement 
elicited nothing new or startling, simply cor- 
roborating the testimony of Mary 
Ben George. 

There are a score of witnesses anxious to 
testify,and if they are aliexamined the inquest 
Will continue to-morrow at least; but if Coro 
ner Auler dispenses with two-thirds of 
them the investigution may be 
concluded to-night. 

Dr. Aulei issued the regular burial] permit to 
Blank’s friends this morning, and they took 
the remains out to St. Peter’s Cemetery and 
gave them a decent burial.

W hile the thermometer tc te 
ed to such an awful altitude ad it 
fore, the incteased humidity makes tene 
er very much harder to stand than it otherwise 
would be. It is a fact wellknown to both phy- 
sicians and meteorologists that excessive hu- 
midity retards both perspiration and the radi- 
ation of heat, and results in much more dis- 
comfort than would a high- 
er temperature with a drier air. 
Occasional breezes flurried the hot streets, 
usually from the southeast. The signal ofticer, 
Sergeant Weber, has been studying i- 
tions of the weather, aud says that there is 
possibility of local rainsin this vicini ty very 
shortly. Ofcourse, these predictions are only 
based on grotinds of probability, and while 
some of the signal officers, aud notably Mr. 
Weber, have seldom failed in their prophe- 
sying. still it must be remembered that these 
foretellings are probabilities only. 

On the streets the damp, Lot veather made 
its effects most plainly een and felt, and the 
overloaded beast: ot burden suffered terri- 
bly. 

Sever builders engaged on various houses 
have quit work, and a great many suspend 
business during the hotter noon hours of the 
day. 

Such breezes as have blown over St. Louis, 
have come mostly from the hotier South, and 
are doing little good as breezes. 

The dav is a much hotter one than yesterday, 
as the thermometric figures amply prove.

ABOUT THE PARDONING POWER. 

We believe in capital punishment. We 
do not believe in that maudlin senti- 
ment Which is terrified by the 
thought of blood. A hanging usually does 
more good to society than a prayer meet- 
ing. But even hangings may sometimes 
become acts of wrong and injustice per- 
formed under the very cover of law and 


‘justice. 


The very object of creating the pardon- 
ing power assumed that the administration 
of justice is often defective and in need of 
correction. 

Gov. Phelps is apt to carry his inflexibil- 
ity too far. A frequent intervention of the 
pardoning and commuting power would, no 
doubt, make a mockery of the law. But 
there are cases in which both justice and 
mercy demand its use. 

A uniform, indiscriminate and inexorable 
refusal to exercise executive clemency 
would defeat the very object and spirit of 
the law which contemplates rare but inev- 
itable instances where it would be inhu- 
manity to enforce the verdict of a jury. 

In the case of Degonia, a young French- 
man of twenty-six, sentenced to be hanged 
at Potosi, Washingtoh County, next Fri- 
day, justice might be tempered with 
mercy without detriment to the public 
good. Degonia is under conviction for the 
murder of Jules Polite. From the evidence, 
however, it appears that there were strong 
elements of self-defense in the case, the de- 
ceased having threatened Degonia’s life, in- 
truded himself at Degonia’s house and in- 
sulted him and his mother. 

The petition for his pardon is signed by 
the Judge and eight of the jurors who 
tried him, the other four jurors 
being absent. It is also signed by 
all the other officers and many of the best 
citizens of Washington County. If the facts 
set forth in the petition are true Degonia 
will suffer a fate he does not deserve. If 
they are true this is one of the extreme 
cases contemplated by the law authorizing 
executive interference. Weare sure that 
the interposition of Gov. Phelps to save a 
man who is poor and humble from an un- 
just fate will be a creditable act. Even 
good intentions may be carried too far.And 
while the exercise of the pardoning power 
has been abused,a case may occur when not 
to exercise that power isa still greater 
abuse of power and place. 


THE NATIONAL BALANCE SHEET. 
Government is a business like that of 
every other individual or corporation. The 
difference is only in the scale upon which 
itis carried on, and, unfortunately, in the 
manner and motive of its conductors. 
But there are receipt and expenditure, cash 
and credit accounts, profit and loss, sur- 
plus or deficit, and a general balance sheet, 
just like in any other business. 

The business or fiscal year, as it is called, 
ofthe United States Government ends on 
the last day of June and begins with the 
first day of July of each year. The balance 
sheet for the year that just closed on the 
first of this month is now ready and before 
the public. 

It is very unsatisfactory. 

The total receipts were two hun- 
dred and seventy-four against 
two hundred and fifty-eight millions

Here is a difference of twenty-nine mil - 
lions of dollars. 

This is interesting, but we do not see 
how it bears out the grandiose claims of 
Mr. John Sherman, the “greatest finance 
minister of the age,’’ as his partisan admir- 
ers call him. 

If Mr. Sherman is such an extraordinarily 
able and successful finance minister, why is 
it that, with resumption as an accomplished 
fact, generally improving business and 
mending times, it should have cost him 
twenty-nine millions more to run this Gov- 
ernment than it cost the year before? 

The refunding of the debt has also been 
a very great success. Yet, while the sole 
object of these refunding operations was to 
reduce the interest on the debt, we paid for 
interest on the national debt alone one 
hundred and five millions of dollars, or 
three millions more than the year before. 

This seems to be—reduction witha ven- 
geance ! 1 

It has been a bad year. Several coinci- 
dences combined to make it an extraordi- 
nary year. There were some extraordinary 
expenditures for which Mr. John Sherman 
cannot be held responsible. There was 
that fishery steal, by which this country 
was literally gouged out of $5,500,000 by 
England. There was that absurd arrears 
of pension law, which took 85, 500, 000 
more out of the Treasury. 
There was Capt. Eads, who took 
nearly two millions forthe jetties. But 
after all this there is still a very large dif- 
ference left, which Mr. John Sherman 
should explain. 

Now we wish to have it distinctly under- 
stood that in spite of Mr. John Sherman’s 
great „success“ as a finance minister, this 
is the worst balance sheet presented to the 
American people since the war. 

We also wish to have it distinctly under- 
stood that with the exception of the mil- 
lions paid.for double interest on old and 
new: bonds at the same time to Mr. John 
Sherman’s favored banks in New York, he 
is not responsible for the circumstances 
which made this year’s national balance 
sheet so bad. 

Mr. Sherman is only an executive officer. 
He does not make laws, methods 
or appropriations. He should only 
do what he is bound to do by law. 

But if he is not responsible for the great 
excess of $29,000,000 in one year’s expen- 
diture, he is also not entitled to the silly, 
senseless credit which fulsome partisan 
sheets claim for him on account of resump- 
tion and refunding operations. 

It is the law’s fault on the one hand. 
Itis the law’s credit on the other. It would 
be less absurd to hold John Sherman re- 
sponsible for the fishery of 
85,500, 000 than it is to give him credit for 
the success of resumption. 

Still twenty-nine millions of dollars is a 
creat deal of money to have spent more in 


steal 


this year than the year before.

New York Tribune (Rep.): There is nothing 
alarming in the fact that a few cases of yellow 
fever have occurred at Memphis, andit is not 
creditable to the members of the Board of 
Health of that city that they should lose their 
heads and advise the citizens to remove their 
familes. A light visitation of the disease al- 
most always occurs the year after a severe epi- 
demic, but it is usually of a mild type, not 
more fatal than ordinary bilious tevers, and 
not infectious if sanitary precautions are ob- 
served. The history of previous epidemics 
shows that New Orleans, Memphis, Vickburg 
and other towns which were severely scourged 
last summer may expect afew sporadic cases 
this year. For their inhabitants to be seized 
witha panic upon the appearance of such 
cases would, however, be the height of folly. 
The very severity of the pestilence last year is 
an assuranee that there will be no repetition 
of its horrors this season, unless it violates a 
law which it seems to have made for itselt, and 
observed pretty constantly thus far.

A MONK’S REMORSE.

Father Dominique Preparing to Don 
a Convict’s Garb. 


History of His Career as Told by 
Himself. 


He Charges His Demoralization Upon 
His Brother Priests. 


The Rev. Gaston de Rohan, now in the St. 
Louis Jail awaiting transfer to the Penitentiary 
at Jefferson City, is a man with avery eventful 
life behind him and a monotonous one before. 

The public will remember that he was sen- 
tenced on Saturday to a five years’ term in the 
penitentiary for forging Father Van der San- 
den’s name toa check for $100. A Posr-Drs- 
PATCH reporter called atthe jail yesterday and 
taiked with the tallen monk. De Rohan, or 
Father Dominique, as he called himself, was 
found seated at a table in the jail yard. 

At last the newsgatherer was ushered over to 
the table at which Father Dominique sat. He 
is apale, smallman, witha closely shaven, 
clerical face, his features are regular and re- 
fined, and his countenance is a taking, 
plausible one that may be good or bad, and 
which is always irresistible with women. He 
wears glasses, which conceal, in a meas- 
ure, 

HIS WORST FEATURE, 
his eyes, which are insincere and rather fur- 
tiye. His clothing carries out the priestly idea 
one receivesin his presence, being a turn- 
down collar and a black stock, an alpaca coat, 
black pants and string shoes. 


Jour American newspapers, said he, be- 
ginning the conversation, are a great institu - 
tion, but they have combined with another 
great institution to do me agreat wrong. I 
want you to tell the public what I Say. 

„That is my intention, sir. How do 
come to be in this scrape?’’ 

When I first went wrong, and committed 
sin, I confessed it to certain ecclesiastics. A con- 
fession, while it was not the auricular confes- 
sion of the church, still ought to have been re- 
spected.’’ 

Let us begin atthe beginning, interrupted 
the reporter. ‘‘How did you come to join the 
Trappists?’’ 

Jas born in Holland, of a most respect- 
able family, and, while still too young to know 
what I wasgloing,I was decoyed away to Amer- 
ica by the Econom (I will not tell his name) of 
the Trappist Monastery at Halifax,Nova Scotia. 
I had to lie to my parents to get away trom the 
house to go with him, andit was against their 
express wish I came. But. boy-like, I didn’t 
know any better, and, having been raised 
among the priests, serving mass, and living 
the greater part ef my youth almost in a 
church, | was enamored of the religious life, 
and left. 

And when you came to America?“ 


‘*T entered the monastery and toiled like a 
slave as a choir brother. Nobody who has not 
been in those monasteries knows what the no- 
vices have to endure, what privations and 
servile toils, and this is my reward. Well, 
they made a pet of me for a whiic, and I took 
the three vows of 

CHASTITY, POVERTY AND OBEDIENCE, 
which have been a weight on me ever since. 

At last Ihad some differences with the ab- 
bot—s result of some of «the indulgences I had 
received, and I had to leave the monastery. I 
tried to enter another,but the abbet would not 
receive me, because of my former trouble. 
This was about ten years ago. 
Then 1 came out West to . 
Louis and became the guest ef 
Father Van der Sanden at Kirkwood, and there 
I began first to see life. It lam bad. who made 
meso? All my life long I have associated only 
with priests. It it was not for the scandal, that 
I do not wish to bring on the church which I 
am an unworthy member, I could téll stories 
ef orgies and nocturnal adventures that would 
frighten you. Where did I learn my passion, 
that has ruined me, for drink? From the 
priests ; for I never was with anybody else. 
When I was a boy I wouldn’t believe such 
things. I looked on Walter Scott's ‘Monas- 
tery,’ and ‘Le Juif Errant, with horror; but I 
know better now.’’ 

‘*Didn’t you goto the Alexandrine Monastery 
in Monroe county?“ asked the scribe, 

Jes; only as a guest. Finally, by Father 
Muhlsiepen's request, Father Van der Sanden 
furnished me money to go back tothe monas- 
tery at Halifax, and I went by New York, where 
I bad friends and relations whom I was anxious 
to see. I didn’t go back to the monastery. 1 
knew it too well. The Bishop of Nova Scotia 
told me himself that he had moretrouble with 
that monastery than with all the rest of his 
diocese. Instead I went to Europe, and studied 
in the Trappist Monastery, near 
Paris—studied hard and honestly, 
for what? To wear striped clothes 
and be hooted at and triumphed over by these 
priests. Whenever you goto Paris and wanta 
suit of clothes of cloth that will never wear out 
ask the dealer for le vengeance du cure;’’ it 
is everlasting and indestructible.

The Rev. Dr. W. W. Boyd, pastor of the Sec- 
ond Baptist Church of St. Louis, is in hot water 
on account of two particular acts, and the 
whole city seems to be excited over tlie matter. 
The first grave offense was his inviting to com- 
munion Dr. Eliot, the distinguished 
Unitarian divine; the second was that the Seo- 
ond Baptist and the congregation of the 
‘-Shaare Emcth,’’ a Jewish synagogue, held 
nnion services ‘‘where the name of Jesus was 
studiously left out.’’ The public at large is 
somewhat indifferent as to whether Dr. Boyd's 
position is tenable accurding tothe canons ot 
his church, but itis deeply alive to the issue of 
the controversy so far as it affects the broad in- 
terests of true rehgion. Dr. Boyd’s acquaintance 
with Dr. Eliot showed him how pure and good 
a man the latter is, and he doubtless felt hon- 
ored in sitting with him at the Lord’s table. 
So far asinviting himis concerned, the Bap- 
tist divine probably felt that no human being 
controlled the invitations to a feast spread by 
the Son of God, though this may be contrary to 
the doctrine of close communion. On this 
point, as between Dr. Boyd and his church, we 
do not wish to speak. 

The union of an evangelical church and a 
Jewish congregation is novel, but apart from 
its novelty should excite no more surprise 
than the union of the Old and New Testaments 
in one andthe same books. Christians have 
always held that there was harmony between 
the two divisions of their Bible, though the 
new law of love’’ was superior to the old 
‘‘law of bondage.’’ Thusit would seem emi- 
nently proper that representatives of the two 
divisions [should meet to praise the same 
God. Suppressing references tothe ‘‘cross’’ 
was not denying its influence or the place it 
takes in the theology and hearts of the Bap- 
tists. 

The Second Baptish Church was destroyed by 
fire some time last year. Dr. Sonneschein, 
rabbi of a neighboring synagogue, at once of- 
fered to Dr. Boyd’s people his temple asa 
place for worship. The offer was accepted. 
On the occasion of the joined meeting, a 
magnificent silver service was presented by 
the Baptista. to their friends of the 
Jewish faith, whereupon one of the Orthodox 
remarks: ‘‘They hgve sold him for thirty 
pieces of silver.’’ The Central Baptist, pub- 
lished in St. Louis, is especially severe upon 
Dr. Boyd, and accuses him of ‘‘contradicting 
uimself, which being interpreted meaneth 
lying. Ifcare is not taken, Dr. Boyd will has- 
ten the coming of the millennium. for his lecture 
on What Catholics Believe“ pleases members 
of that church very much.

How They are Employed on 
Western Rivers.

Extent of the Fifteenth Light-House 
District. 


An Interesting Talk With Capt. 
John J. Read. 


The United States Light-house Service in the 
interior of the country is athing of very recent 
origin. It has not been five years since the 
Governmeht conceived the idea of aiding the 
navigation ot rivers by the use of lights. But 
now all the great rivers are under the same 
system that prevails on the sea coast. 

The Light-house Service of the United States 
is divided into districts,and the one embracing 
St. Louis is known as the Fitteenth. 

Capt. Wallace, who has, for some time, been 
in charge of the service here, has been granted 
a leave of absence, and his piace has been sup- 
plied by Capt. John J. Read, 
who holds the rank of commander 
in the United States army. Captain 
Read took charge of his office on July Ist, hav- 
ing been lately employed in the Navy Depart- 
ment at Washington. Heis just now preparing 
to start up the Missouri on a tour of inspection. 
In a conversation had with him this morning a 
representative of the PosT-DISPATCH gained 
some very interesting information concerning 
the light-house system of the Government as 
applied to rivers. 

THE FIFTEENTH DISTRICT 
embraces the Mississippi from St. Paul to New 
Orleans, and the Missouri from Kansas City to 
its mouth, fifteen miles above this city. This is 
the largest and most important district outside 
of the sea coast and lake service. It is expected 
that the IIlinois River will also soon be in this 
district. The lights are placed so as to guide 
steamboats at night, indicating the wherea- 
bouts of sharp points in the shore, dangerous 
islands, shoals, rocks and rapids. In this dis- 
trict there are 434 lights and 405 keepers. 
Sometimes one man will take care of two or 
more lights, but generally there is one man 
to each light, as they are most frequently 
many miles apart. The lights in use here on 
thg Western rivers are a sort of huge lantern, 
most of them having an open face of glass, 
but some are entirely surrounded by glass, so 
that the rays are thrown in every direction. 
The glass used is very thick, so as to with- 
stand hail and wind. Back of the light, in 
the casing, is a large and brilliant 
reflector, which is of great assistancein en- 
abling the rays to be seen trom a long dis- 
tance. As yet, the finer grades of coal oil are 
used to supply the lainps, but 
THE DAY WILL PROBABLY COME 

when electricity will take its place. It will 
certainly do so in: the light-houses along the 
coast and on the lakes. 


Two small steamers, the Alice and the Pink, 
are employed in this district as tenders for the 
Government lights. They each have acrew 
and are constantly onthe move. Capt. Crab- 
ster,an old and well known steamboat man, 
has general charge of these two craft. One of 
them will take out Capt. Read on the tour 
of inspection spoken of above. 
The Government pays the keepers of the lights 
in the Fifteenth District alone $30,000 a year. 
The expenses for officers, materials and so on 
swell this sum very considerably. Capt. Read 
has bis office on the third floor of the Insurance 
Building, corner of Sixth and Locust, and 
keeps employed a chief clerk, one assist- 
ant and a messenger. Improvements are 
constantly being made, and the nsefulness 
of the service is being proportionately extend- 
ed. It bas, since its establishment on the 
western waters, saved millions of dollars’

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A BALL OF FIRE. 


The Way It Rolled Along a Telephonic 
Wire—Queer Lightning. 
From the Philadelphia Times.] 

The vivid flashes of lightning that occurred 
during the short but severe storm last evening 
came near taking the lives of three small chil- 
‘dren. On the southwest corner of Nineteenth 
and Montrose streets, just above Carpenter, a 
bakery is kept by William Clemmens, a Ger- 
man, who resides there with his wife and three 
children. Along Montrose street for some 
distance is a telephonic wire, connecting two 
factories in the vicinity. The wire 1s attached 
to the top of the bakery in two places. About 
half-past seven o’clock last evening, after a 
very loud thunder-clap, people living on 


Montrose street, between Eighteenth and 
Nineteenth, were startled by seeing a ball of 
fire rolling along the wire. The women and 
children shrieked. The luminous ball crept 
aleng the wire until it reached the bakery,and 
then a crash was heard, and a moment after 
sparks were flying in all directions. The light- 
ning had struck a cornice on the bakery build- 
ing, splitting it into pieces. How the fire-ball 
proceeded after striking the roof no one seems 
te know. Even those living in the bakery 
were too excited at the time to remember 
anything definite. All that remains to show 
the course of the lightning is along, rectan- 
gular hole in the roof, and one of exactly the 
same size in the ceiling separating the second 
and third floors. The singular part of the af- 
fair is that Mr. Clemmens’ three children, 
who were playing in the second-story back 
room, which immediately adjoins the one 
struck by lightning, did not even feel the 
shock, while a workman in the third story 
was thrown from his chair and 
rendered insensible for two or three min- 
utes. Recovering he looked around in a con- 
fused manner, and not until after a long ex- 
planation did he appear satisfied that it was 
really lightning that had struck him. The 
children only remember hearing a terrible 
noise. They were just about going to bed, 
and had the flash occurred five minutes later 
it would have found three victims. The hole 
in the second-story wall is just above the chil- 
-dren’s bedstead. No damage was done upon 
the first floor of the building. William J. 
Blakely, who kneads the dough in the bakery 
in the basement, says he felt a shock after see- 
ing the fiving sparks. Whether it was fright 
-or lightning he does not know.

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THE MISER OF BENNY’S MILL. 


Lawrence Westervelt’s Hidden Wealth 
85,000 Found Secreted in His 
House. 
From the New York Tribune.] 

In an old house at ‘‘Benny’s Mill.“ near 
Ridgefield Park, Bergen county, N. J., lived 
for many years an eccentric old man named 
Benjamin Westervelt. He was known for 
miles around as Benny, and owned the 
moss-covered mull from which the little ham- 
let took its name. When he died, long ago, 
the mill and the old house passed into the pos- 
session of his son, Lawrence Westervelt. He 
was also very peculiar, but was regarded by 
his neighbors as kind-hearted but miserly. 
He never married, but his sister, a widow, 


kept house for him until his death, a few days 
ago, at the age of seventy-five years. West- 
ervelt had always been thrifty and frugal, and 
it was supposed that he kept money secreted 
about the house. A few days before his death 
he told his sister that the money he had in the 
house was less than $100. When he was in- 
formed that there was no hope of his recovery, 
and that he was then actually dving, he said 
that he had been in the habit of hoarding up 
money. Which was hidden in different parts of 
the old house. 

After his death a search was made of the 
remises. Inanoldtrunkin an attic were 
ound nearly $1,000 in gold and silver coins 

which had evidently been stored there by Mr. 
Westervelt’s father. Among the coins were a 
large number of Mexican or ‘‘sun’’ dollars, 
black with age. In an old-fashioned wash- 
stand was a pile of gold and silver, and a large 
roll of bank bills. Anold account book, musty 
with age, which had been used for many years 
by both Mr. Westervelt and his father for their 
mill accounts. had bank bills of various de- 
nominations and issues carefully placed be- 
tween the leaves, some of which were pasted 
together over the monev. Awong these notes 
were old State bank bills. Small paper cur- 
rency issued during the war was also found 
secreted about the old house. The entire 
amount discovered is nearly $5,000. Among 
the gold and silver coins are many which would 
be valued by collectors. 

As Mr. Westervelt left no will the estate will 
be divided by law. Tue money found in the 
house has been deposited m one of the Hack- 
ensack banks. Besides this money. the miser 
also kept two bank accounts and held a num- 
ber of mortgages on valuable farms near the 
mill. The finding of the money has caused | 
much excitement among the relatives of Mr. 
Westervelt.

A Richmond Estate Sued for by a Col- 
ored Woman—She is Given a Share of 
the Property. 

[From the New York Tribune. ! 
MICHMOND, VA., July 8.—The long con- 
tested case known as the George case, 
which has been in litigation in this city since 

1869, was brought to a close to-day by a com- 

promise and a decree in the chancery court. 

The facts in the case are briefly these: 
William 0. George, a wealthy citizen of 

Richmond, died in 1809 intestate. Soon after 

Lee George, a mulatto, living at Philadelphia, 

came to Richmond and put in aclaim for the 

oroperty on behalf of his mother, sister and 


imself—former slaves of the deceased—who 
were sent North before the war. The claim 
was based upon an allegation that William O. 
George had been married to the mother in 
Philadelphia a short time before his death. 
The Richmond Georges (brother and sister, 
nephews and nieces of the deceased) contest- 
ed. The firsttrial of the case resulted ina 
verdict for the Richmond heirs, but the decis- 
ion of the lower court was reversed by the Su- 
Preme Court. In the second and third trials 
thejury failed to agree. The fourth contest 
“was fixed for the Ist of October next. 

It having been decided to compromise the 
matter, Judge Fitzhugh, of the Chancery 
Court, to-day expressed an opinion that, after 
three trials witbout a result, the court could 
now, in its discretion, set aside the issue, and 
proceed to decide the case without the aid of a 
jury. This the court did, and thereupon or- 
‘dered and decreed that there had never been 
any marriage solemnized between the deceased 
and Caroline George (the former slave), and 
that the Richmond claimants, as the lawful 
‘heirs, are entitled to the estate; but, by the 
‘consent of the heirs, it was further ordered 
and decreed that the Philadelphia claimants 
(the former slaves of the deceased) receive 
‘one-fourth of the net proceeds of the sale of 
the property of the estate, and one-fourth of 
the funds in bank and in the hands of the re- 
-ceiver to the credit of the cause.

July Snow in Maine. 
[From the Portland (Me.) Advertiser, July 7. } 

A remarkable meteorological phenomenon 
was observed in several places in this city on 
Friday afternoon. About 5d o’clock flakes of 
falling snow were seen by many who could 
hardly credit their senses. Sergeant Boyd of 
the signal service happened to be out at the 
time and caught several of the flakes dn his 
sleeve. Ile says such a thing might not occur 
again in a hundred years. He explains it in 
this way: Artificial snow may be formed in 


a dry room, the air of which has become satu- 
rated with moisture from the breath or any 
cause, by suddenly admitting a current of 
cold dry air. A little before 5 o’clock a cloud 
was observed rising from the south. At the 
same time another arose from the northwest. 
The current of wind which bore this along 
Was cold, while the opposing current was 
‘warm and saturated with vapor. These two 
intermingled, and the effect was to form crys- 
‘tals of snow. The preceding heat and dry- 
ness of the day also helped to produce this 
result. The meter was very low at the 
time, and the thermometer dropped fifteen 
degrees in ten minutes—from 88 degrees to 
O degrees. The minimum temperature Fri- 
day night was 57 degrees. his sudden

Napoleon Bonaparte’s Prophecy. 
[From the New York Times. 

The arrival of the Prince Imperial’s body in 
English waters will have recalled te many of 
those who witnessed it a yet more memorable 
occasion, thirty-nine years ago, when the 
corpse of the first and greatest of the Bona- 
partes was sent home from St. Helena to be 


reinterred at Paris. The second funeral was 
a serupulous, though tardy, compliance with 
the last request made by the great con- 
queror in his will—‘‘that his body 
might rest on the banks of the Seine, 
among the people whom he had loved so 
well.“ The surrender of the body took place 
in 1840, when the affairs of France were in the 
hands.of M. Thiers, the greatest historian and 
the future successor of the formidable ruler 
to whom he acted as chief mourner. It is 
painful to remember that the touching phrase 
above quoted was coupled in Napoleon’s will 
with a bequest of 10,000 francs ($2,000) to a 
ruffian who had attempted the life of Welliag- 
ton: but a deep and melancholy interest at- 
taches itself to the greet destroyer’s dying 
declaration that He had hated England not 
merely on his own account, but because he 
foresaw how fatal she would prove to his de- 
scendants.’’ Sofar as the two last Bona- 
partes are concerned, the prophecy has un- 
questionably been fulfilled to the letter.

Between a Butcher and an Infuriated 
Texas Steer. 


The Butcher, Terribly Gored by 
the Animal, 


Finally Rescued, After a Desper- 
ate Struggle. 


At 1 o’clock this afternoon an exciting scone 
eccurred at the slaughter pen of James Caffrey, 
at Butchertown. Inthecattle pen there were 
anumber of Texan steers, which had been 
placed there at an early hour this morning. A 
butcher by the name of Henry Smith entered 
the pen to drive a steer into the slaughter- 
house. While 80 doing the steer 
became enraged and made a rush 
at the drover. Smith dodged the infigriated an- 
imal, and struck him over the head witha 
club which he had in his hand. Smith then 
tried to escape, and made a rush for the fence, 
which is about seven feet high. But the steer 
had wheeled around, and dashed after him. 
Smith haa no time to make his escape over the 
fence.” He turned, in his desperation, and 

FACED THE ANIMAL, 
which came rushing at him with its head bent 
low, intent on goring his enemy with 
his horns. Smith jumped to one side and again 
dealt the beast a terrific blow with his club, 
The steer, however, succeeded in wounding 
him in the left side with his horn, and in an 
instant had turned round for another charge. 
Smith called lustily for help and at the same 
time, seeing the imminent peril he was in, 
threw away his club and took a huge clasp- 
knife out of his pocket, and opened it. Al- 
most in a second, as it were, the 
wild biute was again on the man. He caught 
Smith on his horns, one ot them penetrating 
hisabdomen. Smith clutched the other horn 
and with his right arm 
DUG HIS KNIFE 

in the brute’s righteye. The steer beliowed 
and turned away for an instantf and 
again came at his enemy. The horns 
of the animal again struck him on ‘the 
forehead but glided off, inflicting, however, 
two wounds. The butcher at the same time 
had slashed the steer across the throat. 

Smith again clutched hold ot one of the horns 


and buried his knife im the steer’s left 
eye, thus blinding him. He clung to the horns, 
aithough the beast, in its agony, bellowed 
and tried to shake him off. At this critical 
point Smith’s cries for help brought some half 
dozen butchers and stock men to the scene, 
two of them with guns. They took aim and 
killed the brute almostly instantly. The 
men at once went to Smith’s rescue. 
who soon — 180 an unconscious condition,

For the murder of Jules Polite in August, 
1876, Joseph Degonia will be hanged by the 
neck until he is dead, at Potosi, Washington 
County, on July 18th, Friday next. The Gov- 
ernor hss already retused to interpose his offi- 
cia] clemency, and there is no longer hope for 
the doomed man. 

Degonia is at present confined in the St. Louis 
jail, and a P.-D. ieporter visited him this 
morning to see how he bore the news of Gov. 
Phelps’ decision to let the law be carried out. 

Degonia was not at all talkative, Sbut ap- 
peared very displited and depressed. He 
seemed somewhat moody and sullen. 

He told the reporter that he thought he had 
been very harshly treated by the Governor. 

„Why, said he, the petition for mercy 
presented tothe Governor by Mr. Garesche 
was signed by

My brothers have 
been sciitenced toten years’ imprisonment 
and I have been condemned to be hung. It is 
not justice; itis cruelty. In defending my old 
mother and my own manhood I am to swingon 
the scaffold.’’ 

Nothing more could be gotten from Degonia. 
He was evidently suffering from wental de- 
pression. So the reporter bade him be of good 
cheer and departed.

PROBATE COURT. 


Three Opinions Rendered by 
Judge Woerner. 


An Estate Liable for a Debt Ten Years 
After Final Settlement. 


The Sale of Stocks of the Late James H. 
Lucas Set Aside. 


Judge Woerner of the Probate Court deliver- 
ed three opinions to-day. The first was in the 
matter of the estate of James H. Lucas. In 
distributing the personal property of the estate 
of Jas. H. Lucasit became necessary to order 
the sale of sundry stocks to enable an equal 
pistribution among the lecatees. The order of 
sale fixed time, place and terms 
of sale, the place designated being 


the Merchants’ Exchange and the mode to 
the highest bidder. The executors re- 
orted the sale, and the court approved it. 

‘he day after objections tothe sale and a mo- 
tion to set aside the sale were filed, ane the 

motion was heard. 

From the evidence it appears that the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange is a place not accessible to 
any but members, and that ata sale of stocks 
there the general public was necessarily pre- 
vented from participating; that, on the 
other hand, most persons dealing in stocks 
were nembers, and thatthe Exchange was the 
usual place and aftorded the greatest advan- 
tages for the sale of stocks: that at least one 
person desirous of purchasing the stock in 
question did§ not obtain access to the place of 
sale, and was thereby prevented trom bidding; 
that ne would have paid asum greatly in ex- 
cess Of that at which the stock was sold. 

The stocks sold were seven shares 
of the Planters’ House. The Court 
set aside the order approving the sale and or- 
ders the executors to seil them at private sale 
for cash at the best price obtainable and to re- 
port to the Court for approval. 

PETITION FOR JUDGMENT AGAINST FORMER AD- 
MINISTKATOR AND HIS SURETIES. 


Thisisa suit instituted by Patrick Roddy 
and Rose M. Roddy, administrators 
of James toddy, deceased, against 
Thomas J. Daily, John S. Cavender and Jas. 
S. Farrar. The issues in this case arise in the 


nature of exceptions to the final settlement 

resented by the tormer administrator of Jas. 

oddy on the motion of his successor in the 
administration. Exceptions are taken 
to various sums to the credit of 
former administrator. Many of 
exceptions were allowed. and 
conclusion the Court says: ‘‘Deducting the 
ageregate of these sums, $16,188, trom $21,- 
912 38, the balance claimed by the adminis- 
trator to be in his favor, it leaves said balance 
to be $5,723 50, which is the judgment in this 
case. 

A REMARKABLE CASE. 

A motion for order of sale of real estate to 
pay debts was made in the matter of the estate 
of John B. Carson.

On the 29th of March, 1879, 
the administrator filed a petition for the sale 
of real estate to pay said debt and a balance 
found to be due said administrator on final set- 
tlement. Objections to this order were raised 
by the devisees and vendees of devisees. 

‘This suit of Robert P. Uber and others 
commenced against Carson during his 
lifetime, and atter his death 
the administrator, James O. Carson, was made 
n party defendant. The case was carried to 
the Supreme Court of the State, and thence to 
the United States Supreme C ourt, which in its 
December term, 1878, aftirmed the judgment 
of the St. Louis Circuit Court. The Probate 
Court, in its opinion, says: ‘‘Since the assets in 
hand were suflicient to pay this 
residuary legatees received 
no order of sale of 
real estate.’’ There are now two debts against 
the estate—one a balance found in favor of the 
administrator on, final settlement, October 2, 
1869, amounting to $5,636 12, and the Ober 
judgment, which has beén assigned to John M. 
Glover. The first debt the Court regulates. The 
second debt of $5,114 92 with interest fromthe 
30th day of March, 1574, which will makeit 
reach the sum of over $6, 600, must be paid. 
The administrator knew ot the existence of the 
suit, but failed to notify the court of it or make 
any mention of it in his tinal.settlement. The 
debt must be paid by the — legatees, 
of whom the administrator is one. He must pay 
the debt and hecanapply to thecourt for a 
refunding order on Mrs. Postlewaite, the other 
residuary legatee, for 59-134 of the amount 
te be paid, which isthe share of the debt she 
must pay.

The Leaf Tobacco Market. 

The market is nominally unchanged. Offer 
ings were moderate. Receipts during the week 
have been the largest of the season. Prices 
have ruied somewhat irregular, owing partly 
to the bodily discomfort which buyers suffered 
from the very warm weather. This, coupled 
with the increasea receipts, was taken advant- 
age of by those anxious to depress values; but 
holders, mindful of the shortness of the crop, 
and acting under instructions trom shippers, 
were nevertheless firmer ju their views, which 
were so Often above the bids as to cause many 
rejections. It is the opinion of most shippers 
that Missouri cannot produgé near as much as 
last season, which was less than „ average 
crop, and with the outlook for not over & to & 
average for balance of the West. they feel thev 
have two years to work off their purchase, and 
the quality being so far superior to anything 
they have handled for years, appear rather 
loth to part withit. Butso far most of them 
have been conservative in their views and are 
willing to sell when fair values can be obtain- 
ed. Wethink when quality is considered that 
prices are moderate even on basis of full crop, 
and with the present indications pointing to 
not exceeding & average, itis not unreasona- 
ble that many expect increased values as the 
season advances on medium to good styles es- 
pecially. Weare glad to seea better feeling 
developing in English markets, and when 
they see types of some of our crop they will 
again have a better opinion of Missouri leaf. 
But present indications are that an unusual 
stnall proportion = be shipped direct by fac- 
tors, which fact is/being recognized, and will 
likely induce ordegs to be sent to our market. 
We have seen — already asking for 
types and prices, indicating that Missouri is 
wanted
